Regulations gov- 
erning the determination of exemp- 
tions, exclusions and discharges will, 
when promulgated, be made avail- 
able to all concerned at the offices 
of the local board. Until such regu- 
lations have been promulgated fur- 
ther information cannot be given, 
as it might later prove misleading, 
and even after the ~egulations have 
been made public, decisions concern- 
ing exemptions, exclusions or dis- 
charges in individual cases cannot 
be made by this office, since the law 
provides that all such cases shall 
be heard and determined by the 
boards established for the purpose.”

ITALIANS TAKE FORTS. 


Nine Thousand Prisohers Captured in 
Drive Toward Trieste. 


OME, May 24 (via London.)— 
R Italian forces yesterday broke 

through the Austro-Hungarian 
lines from Castagnavizza to the 
sea, taking more than 9000 prison- 
ers, says the official statement is- 
sued today by the Italian War De- 
partment. 

The Italian War Office § an- 
nounced that Italian forces had oc- 
cuplied part of the area south of the 
Castagnavizza-Boscomalo road, had 
passed Boscomalo and had cap- 
tured the town of Jamiano and 
strong forts east of Pietrarossa and 
Bagni. 


The Italian official report says the 
Austro-Hungarians first were sur- 
prised and nonplussed. Toward eve- 
ning they launched counter-attacks, 
but were repulsed. 

Italian airplanes numbering 13° 
dropped ten tons of bombs:.on the 
Austro-Hungarians. 

The British Latteries co-operated 
with the Italians. 

MAURICE PRAISES ITALIANS. 

{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.) 

LONDON, May 24.—The Italian 
offensive has entered into its second 
stage with new and important gains 
between Gorizia and the sea, said 
Maj.-Gen. F. B. Maurice to the As- 
sociated Press today. The first day 
of the new drive has resulted in the 
capture of more than 3000 prison- 


ers. 

The entire Italian effort of the past 
ten days was praised by Gen. Mau- 
rice, who is chief director of military 
operations at the British War Office. 

“Yet the Italian offensive,” he 
continued, “was only made possible 
by the thorough offensive work of 
the Anglo-French forces during the 
past few weeks.

WASHINGTON, May 24.—Another 
effort to get Americans to partici- 
pate in peace parileys at Stockholm 
failed today, when President Gom- 
pers of the American Federation of 
Labor declined an invitation to send 
delegates to a Stockholm trade union 
congress to discuss the claims of 
labor in connection with peace 
negotiations. The congress will meet 


simultaneously with the Socialist 
peace conference on which the State 
Department has put its stamp of 
disapproval by refusing passports to 
Americans expecting to participate. 
The Federation of Labor’s invita- 
tion came in a cablegram from 
President Oudegeest of the Dutch 
Federation of Trades Unions. Mr. 
Gompers cabled this reply:. 

“Long before the United States 
entered the war the American Fed- 
eration of Labor proposed an inter- 
national conference after the war 
and at the time and place wheré 
the representatives of each gevern- 
ment were to meet to determine 
the treaties and international rela- 
tions. That proposition was rejected. 
Now, after the United States is in 
the war, you propose a conference 
to be held at Stockholm at the same 
time and place when the so-called 
international Socialist conference is 
to be held at Stockholm, and this 
proposition, too, without consulta- 
tion with trade-union centers of the 
United: States and other countries. 

“There is no time by which Amer- 
jean organized labor could select 
delegates to attend the Stockholm 
conference June 8, and I cannot see 
how any good could come from our 
participation in such a congress at 
this time.”

When she was first 
taken over by the British govern- 
ment she was engaged in transport- 
ing troops to Gallipoll. 

The Transylvania was built in 
1914, She was constructed especially 
for passenger traffic between New 
York and Mediterranean ports. She 
was 548 feet long and had accommo- 
dations for 2450 passengers. . 

REPORT IN NEW YORK.

NEW YORK, May 24.—The An- 
chor Line steamship Transylvania 
was sunk in the Mediterranean, off 
the French-Italian coast, it was 
learned here today. The survivors— 
how many it is not known here— 
were taken into Savona, Italy, by 
rescuers. There they remained until 
May 12, cared for by the populace 
and administered to by Red Cross 
authorities. When they left Savona 
on another vessel for an unnamed 
destination a throng of thousands 
of persons assembled at the shore 
and cheered their departure.

State Supreme Court Decides 
Writ of Habeas Corpus Against 
Oregon Cattle Dealer— New 
Hearing Starts in San Francisco 
Today.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 24.— 
Frank C, Oxman, an Oregon cattle 
dealer,, witness in a trial at which 
Thomas J. Mooney was convicted of 
murder, was freed today from a 
Police Court ruling holding him to 
answer in Superior Court for at- 
tempted subornation of perjury, 
but must face the same charge in 
the same Police Court again. The 
State Supreme Court, acting on a 
writ of habeas corpus, decided this 
unanimously today, holding that a 
previous writ of habeas corpus, 
asked in the Appellate Court while 
Police Court proceedings were pend- 
ing. should have acted as a stay in 
such proceedings, and they were 
therefore in error. 

Touching the allegation by Ox- 
man’s counsel of insufficient evi- 
dence, the court pronounced that 
which was submitted to be “over- 
whelming.” 

Oxman is accused to seeking to 

revade F. E. Rigall of Grayville, 
ll., to testify in Mooney'’s trial, 
which arose from a bomb explosion 
here July 22, 1916, in which ten 
persons were killed.

BERKELEY, May 24.—The first 
report of the recent food survey of 
the State, concerning Los Angeles 
and Mariposa counties, made public 
by the Committee on Food Supplies 
and Resources of the State Council 
of Defense, said: 

“The bean area in Los Angeles 
county is 75 per cent. above nor- 
mal. A crop of 50 per cent. above 
the average ia expected. The beet 
ac & per cent. above normal, 
is expected to yield an average crop. 
The citrus crop will be 10 to 15 per 
cent. above the average. The de- 
ciduous fruit crop apparently will 
total] 59 to 75 per cent. above nor- 
mal. The alfalfa crop is expected 
to be above the average. A 75 per 
cent. crop of barley and other grain 
hayes is expected. 

“The condition of beef stock is 
below normal, but the genera! sup- 
ply of live stock is above normal,” 
the report adds, declaring that stock 
feed of every sort is below normal, 
and that the poultry supply is to be 
reduced on account of the high cost 
of feeding. 

The survey was made by repre- 
sentatives of the College of Agricul- 
ture of the University of California.

FEDERAL FOOD 
PLANS SCORED. 


Potato King Says Fixing of 
Prices will be Unjust. 


Declares Tuber Yield Can’t 
“Jumped” Ahead. 


Believes Lot Gardening will 
Have Lasting Effects. 


The government's pian to regulate 
distribution and prices of food prod- 
ucts is unjust, in the opinion of 
Eugene H. Grubb, the “potato king” 
of Carbondale, Colo., who is here 
engaged in cultural demonstra- 
tion work. r. Grubb further says 
the prospect for an abnormally 
large crop of potatoes, even with all 
the stimulation being applied, is ndt 
bright this year, and that the lot 
and yard farming in the West will 
have absolutely no effect on the 
potato market the coming fall and 
winter. 

“I question the equity,”” Mr. Grubb 
deciared, “of this administration 
selecting for price regulation the 
business of the farmer, who has 
grown crops at a loss for thirty or 
forty years and now has the same 
opportunity as any other manufac- 
sae for making profits.

soll, heat, moisture and seed. He 
is as truly a manufacturer as the 
man who makes cheese or clothing 
or machinery.. 

FARMER TAKES RISKS. 

“The farmer is urged now to risk 
his money, his labor, his business in 
the production of greater crops. He 
assumes the entire risk, from bad 
Weather, crop diseases and other 
causes of loss. And then the gov- 
ernment proposes to fix absolutely 
the price of the farms’ products. 
Who is to safeguard the farmer? 


What insurance has he against loss? |. 


I am speaking from the standpoint 
of a farmer; I am a farmer myself, 
and rely on my farm for my income. 
If the government would also pro- 
vide the farmer with an insurance 
against loss it would be different, 
of course. 

“But why should the price of 
farm products be fixed by the gov- 
ernment when the prices of the sup- 
plies the farmer uses are not, when 
the prices of munitions, clothes and 
other manufactured products are 
free from such regulation?

“The main crop of potatoes for 
autumn, winter and spring use 
matures in August and September. 
Of the prospects for the coming 
crop I would say: No crop is so 
dependent as the potato on weather 
conditions. It must have much 
moisture, and then, the diseases to 
which is itt subject are serious and 
develop in August and September. 
Moreover, there is practically no 
commercial fertiliver available in the 
country, because we have drawn our 
supply from Germany, and it has 
been cut off for three years. Be- 
sides. the potato cannot be grown 
spasmodically. Three to five years 
of preparation by rotation are re- 
quired, So we can't Jump into grow- 
ing excess acreage; necessary 
preparation has not been made. 
Good seed stock is scarce and too 
many fields have been planted with 
inferior or diseased stock. 

WHAT FIXES PRICES. 


“The lot and gardening ting 
in the West, for these and other rea- 
sons, we may call a zero factor. 
Potato prices are made in the big 
potato-producing States — Maine, 
New York, Pennsy!vania, 
State of New York alone are pro- 
duced many more potatoes than in 
all the States west of the Rocky 
Mountains.” - 

Mr. Grubb, who has been a grow- 
er of food for half a century, 
throughout the country from Maine 
to the Pacific, spends some months 
each winter serving as a potato in- 
vestigator for the Southern Pacific. 
This year. as a result of the war 
situation, he has diverted much of 
his labor to demonstration work, 
and has planted potatoes for the 
benefit of students in high schools 
and elsewhere, at most points of im- 
portance between New Mexico and 
Eureka, Cal. 

The lot gardening, which he has 
observed closely, he says is certain 
to have lasting benefictal results. 
People will acquire the habit; thrift 
will be learned: ft will be discovered 
that many food plants are orna- 
mental. and they will therefore 
often permanentiv replace non- 
producing plants. He believes the ef-

RAIL TAX PLAN BRINGS 
PROTEST FROM JOBBERS. 


ITH the united eupport of Pa- 
cMic Coast business and ship- 
ping interests practically as- 

sured, emphatic protest was made to 
Congressman Osborne yesterday by 
the Associated Jobbers against the 
proposed 3 per cent. war tax on the 
groes amount of freight bills and 
the 10 per cent, tax on passenger 
fares.

The telegram sent Congressman 
Osborne by the Associated Jobbers 
of Los Angeles eays: 

“Section 500 of House Bill 4280 
is exceedingly discriminatory against 
the Pacific Coast, on account of the 
3 per cent. tax on the gross amount 
of freight bille and 10 per cent. on 
passenger fares. 

“For example: a carioad of iron 
from Pittsburgh to Chicago would 
approximate $3 tax, and to Pacific 
Coast points, $24.

SAN DIEGO, May 24.—Contracts 
were completed today by which the 
buildings and machinery of the 
Tracy Brick and Art Stone Com- 
pany, located on the bay a few 
miles south of San Diego, together 
with a tract of land embracing 
twenty acres, were purchased by 
Theror H. Tracy of Los Angeles, for 
a shipbuilding plant.

Claremont Raises Fund to Keep 

the Children of La Buissiere, in 

the Province of Hainaullt, from 

Starving—Other Cities are Asked 

to Follow Suit.

CLAREMONT, May 24.—La Buis- 
siere, a village in Belgium, in the 
province of Hainault, surrounded by 
such famous places as Mons, Mau- 
beuge and Charleroi, is the “foster 
child” of Claremont. Its people 
think that “Claremont” and “Cali- 
fornia” are the two most beautiful 
words in any language, for Clare- 
mont has taken their | 


her wing, and is keeping t from 
starving. 
Prof. F. P. Brackett of Pomona 


College, Claremont, was honored by 
Herbert Hoover in being chosen as 
one of the forty Americans work- 
ing In Belgium on the Commission 
for Relief in Belgium. Since his 
return to his work at Pomona Col- 
lege some three months ago, he has 
raised a fund that is now approach- 
ing $6000. To participate in the 
benefits of thig fund, two qualifica- 
tions are necessary. The child must 
belong to the occupied districts of 
France or Belgium. and must have 
been already starved below the nor- 
mal weight. Then the child may 
draw on the fund for a supple- 
mental meal, which costs $1 a 
month, and will be getting the sci- 
entific minimum on which life can 
be supported. 

Claremont, with a population of 
about 1200, has already subscribed 
over $2200, and has undertaken to 
k alive the 206 destitute children 
of Buissiere. Prof. Brackett is 
now looking for a second town in 
Pomona Valley to be foster-mother 
to another village.
